A wireless telegraph station for the 
Twin Cities Is proposed by several lo­ 
cal men who are enthusiastic over the

the city In touch with the

world by wireless and especially with 
the government stations. 
The idea Is credited to Felix 
M.

Huntsville 
maintained by Robert McLain, a rural 
mall carried who put up his outfit for 
his own amusement. The project has

“The station would be on a direct 
route from the government station at 
Arlington, near Washington," said Mr. 
Robertson this morning. *‘lt could re­ 
ceive messages from the Birmingham, 
Mobile, New Orleans and other sta­ 
tions hut under the government laws 
regulating wireless stations, ft might 
not be able to send messages. How­ 
ever, it could pick up valuable news 
Items and other data from the air- 
We could comunícate, of course with 
the Huntsville station."
